THE SAVANNAH NEWS AND JUDGE 
REESE—TOGETHER WITH THE STORY 
OF THE. LITTLE err a WEN 

FISHING? ~~ @ fF 2 

At last, ior Fo delay, the 
Savannah News pays fits respects tathe 
arguments of Judge Wm. M. Reese on 
the cayital question. The article is a 
reyiew of Judge Reese’s letter rather 
than a reply—a restatement of the ar- 
guments with comments thereon rather 
than a serious attempt to refute) 
them. In the course of its arti- 
cle, howeyer, the News  ven- 
tures va'ious sssertions which are 
cilculated, at least by implication, t 
mislead the thoughtless. Our Savannah 
contemporary remarks: 

The state. owns unencumbered by mort 
gages, a capitol building and a governor's man- 
sion in Milledgeville, ampie for the accommo 
dation of her legislature and executive,angd just 
as valuable, if not more valuabie, for state gov- 
ernment purposes than the buildings now eccu 
pied in Atlanta. Ove or the other of these 
capital outfits must be abandoned, and the 
actual logs to the state will be measured, not by 
the original cost. but by the market value of tbe 
buildings to be abandoned and disposed of ,witb 
this difference in favor of Milledgeville, that i! 

be capital remains in Allanta a new capi'oi will 

have to be built, while if it is restored to Mil- 
ledgeville there will be no immeJiate necessity 
for such ab outlay of mouey. 

In this connection, a fact may be 
stated here which, although it has been 
made quite prominent in the 
discussion, seems to have 
escaped the attention of the editor of 
the News. Itisthis: That if the cap- 
ital ig retained in Atlanta, the mortgage 
alluded to in the foregoing extract, will 
he practically dead and of no force,leay 
iag the public buildings in this city as 
ree and as uncumbered as those ip 
Milledgeville. As to ‘he concluding 
statement of the paragraph qu ted, we 
are not sure that we understand 
it unless the News means 
to affirm that the building of a capitol 
in Atlanta free of c»st to the tax-payers 
of the state is another argument in fa- 
vor of Milledgeville. This seems to be 
the only fair construction that can be 
placed upon the statement that if the 
seat of government “remains in At- 
lanta a new capitol] will have to be 
built,” which is “a difference in favor 
of Milledgeville.” By what process of 
logic our friend of the News arrives at 
this conclusion is one of those myste 
ries that no analysis can solve. It is 
enough to know that the conclusion ts 
arrived at, and it is enough to know 
that it is a very singular conclusion, 
As such, we leave it to puzzie the 
reader as it has puzzled ur. We quote 
azain from the News: 

They propose to abandon both capito!s and to 
build a new edifice worthy of the empire state 
on the Atlanta court house lot which, in these 
days of rings and jobbery, would cost perhaps a 
couple of millions of dollars, If they do not 
contemplate putting the state to the costof a 
new capitol, why do they include Atlanta's pro- 
posed donation in t»eir estimate of losses ? 

It is admitted on all sides, we believe, 
that,no matter where the seatof gov- 
ernment is located, a new capitol will 
have to be built before many years. 
i his being the case, will it not be asa 
ving of the people’s money to accept 
the proposition of Atlanta? If 
it will be 4 - BAViDg 
of the people’s money to accept the 
offer, will it not be a ioss to refuse it? 
The News illustrates its position as 
follows: 

We have not included the propos’ d donations 
of acity lotand money by Ailauta towards a 
bew capitol, because we CaLcnot reckon even as 
a prospective loss what we do not possess The 
claim of these proposed donations as a loss to 
the state reminds usof the boy wo, teipg 
asked bow mauy fish he had caught, replied 
that when he caught the one he was after and 
another one he would haye two 

This illustration is not a happy one. 
Suppose the boy is compelled by neces~ 
sity to have a fish and a playmate 
comes along and offers him 
a shad in place of the minnow 
he is fishing tor—would he not: be a 
very foolish boy to refuse theshad and 
continue to sit in the sun, fighting 
gnats and mosquitoes and fishing for 
the minnow ? The editor 
o° the News would have 
uw poor opinion of such a boy, and the 
boy would have a poor opinion of him- 
self after his father, learning the facts 
im the case, had taken himout to the 
wood-shed on a tour of inspection. 

The News says the capitol will cost 
perhaps two millions of dollars, but 
ihe cost,s0 loug as the money is not to 
come out of the treasury of the state 
has no bearing on the argument. That 
is Atlanta’s business. If Atlanta were 
to build a capitol no more comfortable 
and convenient than the building at 
Milledgeville, the cost would perhaps 
approximate $75,000. A capitol 
in keeping with the progress 
of Atlantaand ot Georgia will cost 
about $200,000. We give these figures 
for the benetit of the editor of the 
News whose estimates are on the gigan- 
ticoider. We again quote: 

Well, let us assume that the opera house which 
cost the state $250,000 is worth one half the sum 
the state paid for it, and will sell in that ‘‘won- 
derful city’ for $152000 and that the James 
mansion will sell for $50,000, in all $179,000. 
This amount will settle the overhanging Atlanta 
mortgage for $9,000, and leave a balance to the 
of 396 000 sufficient to put the capitolin Mi.- 
ledgeviiie inthorough repairand remove the 
public archives to thai city, with perhaps a 
small surplusin the treasury; thus leaving At- 
lanta to retain her court house lot and her pro. 
posed donation, while the people of Georgia 
would havea capitol of their own, tree from 
mortgage or debt, and ample fer the purposes of 
their state government, until they were able 
and saw fit to enlarge and improve it. 

Our friend of the News, in draw- 
ing the fancy picture set forth 
above, either forgets or ig. 
nores the fact that every dollar 
given by the city of Atlanta for the 
rent of the capital and its final pur- 
chase, together with the taking up of 
the mortgage alluded to in the forego- 
ing, was expended with the distinct 
understanding that Atlanta was fo re- 
main the permanent capital. The do- 
nations were made to the state by the 
city council as a matter. of 
business solely to permanently 
locate the capital in Atlanta, and with

4. That when the coin fund for redemption 
shal! have run down to $50,000,000. the treasury 
shall suspend specie payments until said fund 
shal) have been restored to $100 000,000. 

5 That the secretary of the treasury shal! 
have prepared four per cent gold bonds, which. 
when the treasury shali not be able to pay specie 

for greenbacks, shall b> paid to the holders 
of greenbacks demanding coin, if they shail de- 
s re to take said bonds in lieu of coin. 

6 The greenbacks that may be received into 
the treasury in exchange for four per cent 
bonds shall not be reissued until the said coin 
redemption fund shall have been restored to 
$ 00 000,000. 

7, Tae secretary of the treasury is authorized 
to sell for green backe,at certain raves, the bonds 
authorized to be issued by the act of July 4 

870, and to purchase with greenbacks ftive- 
twenty bonds. 

8 That greenbecks shall be a legal terder for 
all debts, public and private, except in payment 
of the principal and interest of tne public debt. 


The object of the bill is to give the 
administration power to bring about 
resumption. It would make resump- 
tion certain. If coin cannot be got 
says the Cincinnati Enquirer, “the 
greenbacks are to be retired with 4 per 
cent. bonds, which may absorb the 
whole volume, and then, if the secreta- 
ry of the treasury shall not see proper 
to acquire and maintain the $100,000,- 
000 redemption fund after it shail have 
once fallen to $50 000,000, none of them 
can be reissued, and so the whole 
greenback circulation be absolutely re- 
tired. Itisan ingenious plan to get 
rid of greenbacks altogether, while at 
the same time making believe that 
they are to constitute a part of the cir- 
culation medium of the country. The 
bill ig a fraud, and interded to give to 
the national banks the whole field oi 
circulation. Its ¢ffect will certainly be 
that. — 

The conclusion is irresistible from 
this evidence tbat the administration 
has decided to achieve resumption, 
more because it imagines that it would 
be a feather in its cap than for any 
other known reason. The contraction 
policy of John Sherman is to be con- 
tinued. The repeal of the resumption 
act would stop this awful work; but 
the senate and a presidential veto 
block the way. Our only hope consists 
in the fact that present legisla 
tion is not sufficient to 
enable the  contractionists lo 
consummate their black schemes, 
and that the house wiil prevent the 
enactment of any such bill as the one 
that the administration presents 
through Senator Matthews. The house, 
fresh from the people, is our reliance, 
It is the onlv representation that the 
people have ; for the hold-over senators 
do not represent the present sentiment 
of the country, and the executive man- 
sion— well, the less said about that the 
better. The outlook is not a cheerful 
one; but let us hope that the administra 
tion will yet accept silver resemption 
and not attempt at present to achieve 
the im possible.

extremely interesting reading. The 
national characteristics of the French 
are peculiar, and they must be viewed 
from a peculiar standpoint to be under- 
stood. Gay, volatile and r:ck- 
less; rerious” “and —srrefluctive™" 
fiery. and impassioned, cool and 
calculating, they present to themstives 
and to the world a curious and an in- 
explicable bundle of contradictions, the 
sole uniformity of which is their won- 
derful variety. The history of this 
people is as vivid and unique a8 eccen- 
tricity can make it. No other nation 
can point to an Alfred de Musset ia 
poetry, a Hugo or Honore de Ba'zec ia 
fiction, a Bossuet in the 
pulpit, a Voltaire in philosophy, 
a Talleyrand in government, a de Cas- 
sagnac in journalism, or a Gambetta in 
politics. Such men, their merits, their 
mediocrities and their eccentricities are

Just at present, albeit our telegrams 
are but vague and shadowy reflexes of 
the real situation, it is very eas: to 
perceive that France is upon the 
verge of another convulsion—we wil) 
not say a revolution. The disposition 
on the part of President MacMahon to 
resist the will of the people as expressed 
through their recently eleeted repre- 
sentatives and his apparent desire to 
avoid even the form of e mpromise and 
conciliation are ominous. flis attitude 
is one of defiance. He says to the 
country, in effect : “Benold your con~ 
stitution; it is a compromise. Behold 
vour president; he is here to preserve 
order. You made your constitution— 
you placed me here. It is your work, 
not mine; make the most of it.” The 
iegitimate result of the course of the 
marshal-president, if persisted in, will 
be one of two thing ; it will either 


them calm enough to look thoughtfully 
and soberly in ‘he face of events. 

It is hinted that President MacMa- 
hon, should the mejority in the cham- 
ber of deputies persist in their assaults 
upon the government, will attempt to 
dissolve that body and again appeal to 
the people.

cedent the action of so great and suc- 
cessful a republic as the United States 
—and thusreturn a majority of official 
candidates, but such acourse would 
be quite as unwholesome 
and unpopular as a coup de‘eiat lit 
is certain that if a new election is made 
necessary by the threatened dissolution 
of the chamber of deputies, and the 
electors are allowed to cast their ballots 
as they choose, the majority against the 
government will be largely increased, 
and a similar result would follow a third 
or even a fourta dissolation. The 
most consistent and statesmanlike 
course of the marshal. pres 
ident would seem to be 
in the direction of compromise and 
conciliation. This is perhapsthe surest 
way to bring about pacification and at 
the same time conquer and quell al! 
the disturbing political elements. 

Speculation at present, however, is 

unnecessary, if not untimely. The 
government, in the course of a very 
iew days, will be compelled to uncover 
its line of policy, and we shall 
then see whether the coun- 
try that produced a de Tocqueville 
and a Lafayette is to be given over te 
the tortures and trials of another po- 
litical revolution. The chamber of 
deputies, in spite of the defense made 
by the ministers (who, singularly 
enough, justify their system of official 
candidatures by quoting from the dis- 
patches of M. Leon Gambetta), has 
adopted M. Albert Grevy’s motion for 
the appointment of a committee of in- 
quiry into election abuses. We shall 
soon see whetLer a dictator or the 
commune will rise up and exclaim :— 
“ Adicu paniers ! vendanges sont faits !”’ 
In the meantime, however, let us hope 
thet moderation will defeat each, so 
that no sign of revolution may sour the 
wine of the gathered grapes.

UPON MR. HAYES. 


The Mauging of the Federal Spices in 
Atianta During the War—The Con- 
nection of Col. 0. WH. Jon+s With It.

over the preside at’s southern tcur, and bas de- 
claimed egainst the cordiality with which the 
south rm ceived him, and the cheerful patriotism 
with which he returned the greeting. The 
demonstration at Atlanta has been gall and 
worm wood to the paper, aad it bas persistently 
distorted everytuing that happened here duriug 
the visit. 

It seems to have found a correspondent in 
Atlanta who chimes with its bitterness, and 
backs up ite sentiment. Iu the last issue of the 
paper there is a letter signed ‘‘Mollified Geor- 
gia,” the burden of which is abuse of Colone! 
O H Jones, who, as master of ceremon:es,

tothe audience. This writr seems to have 
bo.led almost to a bursting point during the re- 
ception, anditisa wonder that he kept his 
emotions under coutro!. After denouncing 
Wade Hampton and his speech of the vight be- 
fore, aud deploring with sarcastic grief the ab- 
sence of the national colors, amid the waving 
fiags of the miliiary, he goes on Wo say: 

Bui more: Little by little the present explains 
the enigmatical past. The Hon. BJ Barbour is 
reported to have said yesterday i. Virgiuia that 
Mrs Hayes ‘‘deserved, he thouzht, es much 
praise for the president's .outhern policy as we 
president himself; that she, in a great measure, 
was instrumenta! in its inauguration.” 

“LET ME HERE RECITE A FACT. 

“During the war, when blood was flowing like 
water in upper Georgia, the trains used to dine 
at big Shantee, above here. Uae Adams, with 
asquad of men, came down from Sherm au’s 
army and, while conductor, engiueer and pas- 
sev gers were eating diuner, ur coupled the en- 
gine, and started with ic for Chatiunorga Frow 
Big Shantee to that point the average of grade 
is upward The ,engiue was poorly supplied 
with wood and water, and one better provided 
was put in chaseof it. Adame ard bis men 
gallantly rode the iron horee until he could pro- 
ceed nofurther. Just as the pursuers were upoa 
them they abandoned the engine and took to 
the woods, only to be captured. They were 
brought back to this city, tried, sentenced and 
hung. A good many of those who helped to 
receive the president will recall that hanging. 
Kight men were hung upon one pole. The un- 
successful hero, Adame, was a man of splendid 
physique. By some miscalculation of bis 
height, or the length of the rope, his toes 
touched the ground. Colonel OH Jones gota 
spade and dug the sand from beneath Adams’ 
feet until his weight was sufficient to choke him 
to death. With this true picture in his mind, 
your readers, and especially those spiteful edit~ 
ors referred to in the opening of this let’er, wil! 
not be slow to imagine that this man Jones par- 
ticularly needed to be reconciled.” It has been 
done. Just thirteen years after digging the dirt 
from beneath the feet of a choking Union hero, 
he appears before the people with the distin- 
guishing honor of the union president’s wife 
hanging upon the same arm that wielded the 
spade. Verily, there 1s more rejoicing over one 
sinner than over vinety and nine who never 
sinned. I do not quote the passage verbatim, 
because the ‘‘repentance’’ part is practically su~ 
pe! fluous,’’ 

THE TRUTH OF 1HE MATTER. 

There is a great deal of romance iu the above 
The writer knows very litile of what he is 
writing about. He even fails to get the names 
ofthe spies (which was Andrews aud not *‘Ad- 
ame,’’) right, and misspelis the name of the 
station at which the starting of train tox k 
place. 

The mer who were hung were spies—legally 
convicted by a courimartial of the highest rank, 
after a full and fairtrial The party to which 
they belonged was composed of twenty-six 
meu, that under the leadership of Andrews, a 
noted Kentucky ecout, came into the confeder- 
ate lines, iu citizens clothes, as spies, for the 
pur ,ose of burniny the bridges between Atlanta 
aud Ohattanooga. They were to receive

from the federal authorities in cousideration of 
their work. They worked their way in 
spies’ disguises, though the outposts of 
our army and rend: zvoused at Atlanta, * They 
then got upon the train and rode to Big Shanty, 
and while the train hands were at divner, stole 
the engiue and hurried off to burn the bridges 
ahead of them. Mr. W. A. Fuller the conduc- 
tor,and Mr. A. Murphy, train superiniende it, 
hurried after them, and by superhuman exer- 
tions drove them from the track into the woods, 
where they were speedily captured. They were 
then carried to Knoxvilie and « court-martial of 
rank befitting the occasion was couvened to try 
them. The trial was conducted with the utmo% 
fairness, and the decision was made after great 
deliberation. So nice was the sense of justice 
of the court-martial that it saved

several of the prisoners, who claimed that they 
came upon the expedition, merely 
an a detail for secret servics, 
and did not know until it was too 
late to retrece their steps that their duty would 
carry them inside the confederate lines, and 
subject them to the name of spies. It was 
proved that the other men knew what the expe~ 
dition was to be before they started, aud went 
into it for the:purpoee of sharing the booty that 
was promised in case they were succeesfu!.

They were given into the charge of the provost 
marshal of Atianta, and were executed in ac- 
cordance witha regular order from the war 
department of the Confederate states, Andrews 
the leader, was hung in advance of the others, 
and his execution wasan ordinary one. The 
| other men were executed afterwardr, an three 
of them broke their ropes and fell to the ground 
and had to be bung again. 

Mr. Jones states positively, and 
his statement is borne cut by plenty of 
reliable witnesses, that he had nothing to do 
with the execution; that he did not ,talk to the 
prisoners; that he was in DO way coD~ 
cerned in it; that his only connection with it 
was that he hired the carriagein which Andrews 
was carried to execution to the colone’' com- 
manding, and was paid for it. 

This slander bas been brouvbt against him 
before. It was started durivg the war, and was 
bandied about as a sort of rumor until it gained

The lobby for this 
scheme have taken a house on Thir- 
teenth street, and have established a 
regular camp, where their numerous 
force are entertained and Instructed in 
the business of reducing innocent con- 
gressmen. The conclave is presided 
over oy Governor Brown, of Tennessee, 
assisted by John Boffinger of St. Louis, 
George H. Giddings of Texas, 
Jack:on Prouty, of Mexico, O., O. A. 
Stephens of Washington, formerly a De- 
troiter, besides the whole Tom Scott 
g og fr'm Philadeiphia, and a dozen 
others of lesser note, ‘They have alreo 
established a regular Texas Pacific lit »- 
rary bureau, modeled afier the famous 
Tilden bureau, for the especial benefit 
ot tie country press, as well as such of 
the city press as will publish their effu- 
sions. This is presided over by Pro- 
fessor Tracy, ot St. Louis, a perfect 
walking encyclopedia of western rail- 
road information, and an enthusiastic 
admirer of everything west of the 
Mississippi river. 

THE NORTHERN PACIVIC 

is another railroad into the treasury. 
This lobby consists of Geo. B. Wright,

A CANAL SCHEME

White Lepers in San Fraucisco--A 
Pest Brought trom China—Visit to 
an Afflicted Wreici, 

From the San Francisco Mail, Foy. 4. 

The alarming fact that leprosy does 
exist to some extent among white per- 
sons in San Francisco was only discov- 
ered about one week ago. The major- 
itv of our best and oldest resident phy- 
sicians have never heard of acaseo 
white leprosy in this city with the ex- 
ception of that of Asha Bates, former 
register in bankruptcy, who died about 
three vears ago. He contracted the 
disease inthe Sandwich Islands, and 
therefore the presence of the Chinese 
has not alarmed the doctors in regard 
t> this carse. They have yet to learn 
that there are several white lepers in 
our midst who have caug!.t 
the afiliction from the Cri. 
nese. Hearing that such was the 
case, a Mail reporter yesterday called 
on a physician, who, he was informed, 
had been treating three cases of white 
leprosy within a week. The doctor 
admitted that he had three cages of 
white leprosy under his care at the 
present time. He said thata white 
woman, the first patient, came to him 
a week ago. She had been suffering for 
the last two years, and spots had broken 
out all over her body. Oa Thursday 
last a wan called at his office end stated 
that he had been afflicted with leprosy 
for eighteen months, and would like to 
have some medicine to ameliorate his 
sufferings. 

VISITING A LEPER, 

The doctor informed him that the 
disease was incurable, but gave him 
s me drug to relieve the itching. The 
doctor described the man as an intelli- 
gent fellow. and the reporter, learning 
his address, immediately visited him. 

About halfa mile on the San Brune 
road a little log hut, corresponding to 
the deseriptiou furnished, was espied 
alone in an open field. After several!
